Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest, in combination with all of the other limitations of claims 16 or 
29, a fastener comprising printed heater on a carrier, said carrier either having a 
plurality of hooks, mushrooms or loops on a surface thereof or laminated to another 
carrier that has a plurality of hooks, mushrooms or loops on a surface thereof.
